It that is what the law means, one mem- 
ber of the court would be prepared to hold 
the power to deal with that question. It is 
not in the power of Congress or of any 
State Legislature to make illegal what 
was legal at the time that the 
thing was done, especially in respect 
to the ownership of property what would be 
the result? Would these people have to sur- 
render that property? That cannot be re- 
quired. We will hear from the government 
on this case. There is no conspiracy, because 
there is only one party here that is charged 
with the offense; it is lacking of the element 
of conspiracy at common law. 

“The question would then turn on the sec- 
ond count alone that charges them with the 
offense of owning three-fourths of the dis- 
tilleries in the United States. When that 
ownership was acquired, before the passage 
of the act, it would be monstrous 
to say that there was a crime or that 
Congress could make it a crime. Those are 
the points that we want to hear from the gov- 
ernment on. We will allow these defendants to 
give their personal recognizance to appear 
here to abide the order of judgment of the 
court when called for. We will file our opin- 
ion as to our conclusion after we hear from 
the District-Attorney.”’ 

Mr. Root—May I make onesuggestion, your 
Honor, in view of the interest attaching to this 
question? I submit thateven if this property 
had been acguired after the act had 
been passed—even if Congress under- 
took to prevent the acquisition 
of property for such a purpose, 
it is not within the power of Congress todoso; 
that is a matter solely within the purview of 
the States. I maintain that the Congress of 
the United States cannot come into the State 
of Ohio and undertake to determine the meth- 
ods by which citizens of Ohio shall acquire or 
the tenure by which they shall hold property. 

Cannot Restrain Rights of Purchase, 

„Congress has no power to put restraints or 
limitations upon the rights of an individual 
ora corporation in the acyuisition of prop- 
erty,” said Judge Jackson. “Each may go 
and acquire all the property that the State 
of the residence or creation will per- 
mit him or it to acquire. Even the 
State cannot impose restraint in 
the amount of the property which the individ- 
ual may acquire. In proportion as every 
business is built up and enlarged and extend- 
ed, it more or less, in a popular sense, mo- 
nopolizes the business. If Congress meant to 
make that an offense they have no power to 
say so; they had no power to enact such a law 
as that. 

„What will come of it? All the railroad 
consolidations in the country would become 
monopolies, although acting under legislative 
authority. All. the acquisitions of property 
by any individual who enlarges and 
extends his business and takes in 
smaller or similar lines of business 
would become more or less monopolist. If 
the act of July 2, 1890, means that Congress 
was attempting to do something they could 
not do, manifestly there are restrictions upon 
the legislative power of both Congress and the 
States that are not confined to their consti- 
tutional provisions, and here you are dealing 
with those subjects that they have no power 
over. 

“If it was a monopoly to own and acquire 
this property before the passage of the act, 
or even afterwards, I do not think Congress 
could restrict it, there is no doubt in my mind 
that no agreement is charged, and if it were, 
and it were thus brought under the operation 
of the law, I am prepared to hold the law 
would b& utterly unconstitutional.’’

CLERGYMAN FLOGGED B¥ MASKED MEN. 

Was Accused of Breaking Up a Family— 
His Assailants Arrested. 

Loutsvitia, Ky., June 11.— Special. — The 
Rev. B. T. Van Cleave was taken from his 
bed at Moberly, seven miles northwest of 
Corydon, by a dozen disguised men last night, 
tied to a tree in his yard, and given forty 
lashes on his bare back with hickory switches. 
Mr. Van Cleave is pastor of the Moberly cir- 
cuit Methodist Episeopal church, and has been 
in the ministry a number of years. Much 
strife has been_stirred up in the neighborhood 
on account of his utterances from the pulpit, 
and an effort has been made to have him re- 
moved from the charge. About ten days ago 
a circular was distributed throughout the com- 
munity which charged him with improper 
relations with the wife of a neighbor. 

One of the reasons given for his flogging 
was that he has caused the separation of a 
man and wife. He came down this morning 
and filed affidavits against six of his assail- 
ants, John Loudon, Court Wolfe, James Lou- 
don, Charies Loudon, Alba Welker, Charles 
Welker. They have been arrested and will 
have a preliminary trial next Saturday. The 
pastor’s wife was roughly handled, and has 
since been prostrated from the effects. The 
wounds inflicted upon Mr. Van Cleave are 
quite severe, and he says he prayed all the 
time during his punishment that he would be 
sustained.

They did not seem like 
a gathering simply of the curious, for there 
was no effort made to torce themselves in 
upon the defeated statesman when he failed 
to show himself. In no instance was any- 
thing heard but an expression of deep sorrow. 
They all regarded it as a party calainity. There 
was no man, they said, in the party today 
who could fili his place. In their zeal some 
of his friends are coming forward with the ar- 
gument that Mr. Blaine was never in the fight 
at all, that the use of his name at Minneapolis 
was not only unauthorized but in direct con- 
flict with his wishes repeatedly expressed in 
private to his intimate friends. Some of 
them go even further and assert earnestly and 
vigorously that their idol would not have ac- 
cepted the nomination had he been the choice 
of the convention, 

The run here was uneventful, and when the 


train arrived at Bangor on time Mr. Blaine 


stepped out on the platform fora breath of 
fresh air. Sitting down to breakfast he re- 
sponded to any salutation with a cheery good 
on a bright smile. During the run 
across bay Mr. and Mrs. Blaine came out 
on deck and held an impromptu reception. 
There was quite a crowd gathered at the 
wharf in Bar Harbor to bid the Blaines wel- 
come home, and for the first time since his 
defeat Mr. Blaine seemed affected. Several 
times he started for the carriage, only to be 
stopped by an insistent friend who wanted to 
grasp his hand and pour some words of regret 
into his ear. 


BLAINE FOR THE SENATE, 


Some of His Enthusiastic Friends Desire 
to Keep Him in Pablic Life. 

Aveusra, Me., June 11,—[Special. |—Has 
Mr. Blaine's political career ended? This is 
a matter that has begun to attract the se- 
rious attention .of his most devoted 
friends in all parts of the Stato. 
It has been discussed today by many 
of his townsmen who do not want to see him 
retired from public life. Next winter the 
Maine Legislature will elect a United States 
Senator in place of Eugene Hale, who will 
have held the position twelve years when his 
present term expires next year. Mr. Blaine’s 
name is being mentioned for the place and it 
is alleged that a movement will be started in 
his interest. Mr. Hale is also a candidate for 
reélection and his plans have long been laid 
to get the place. 

u Maine they have a custom of returning 
men to both branches of the Legislature for a 
second term. Two years ago Mr. Hale 
started his Senatorial fight by securing the 
election of men committed to his reélection. 
These menu will be returned this winter with 
others who will be pledged to the Ellsworth 
statesman’s support. 

It Mr. Blaine should consent to be a candi- 
date Mr. Hale would have an advantage over 
him at the outset. Mr. Blaine is ignorant of 
the movement that will be started to send him 
to the Senate. The movement is the out- 
come of his defeat at the Minneapolis conven- 
tion and has been inaugurated by those of his 
friends who do not want to see him shelved, -

Senator Frye would also support Blaine. 
Dingley would naturally gravitate to Blaine, 
but he would do nothing to imperil his chances 
for Frye’s place in 1895. 

Mr. Blaine’s fricnds are in earnest in this 
matter. At the comi Portland convention 
on June 21, when tne Republicans nominate 
their candidate for Governor, it is said that a 
resolution will be presented recommending 
Mr. Blaine for Mr. Hale’s place.

PROMPT BULLETIN SERVICE. 


The News of the Nomination Rapidly 

MixxATOTLAs, Minn., June 11.-—-The Asso- 
ciated Press- Western Union bulletin service 
for the last dey of the convention, and espe- 
cially the announcement of the renomination 
of Benjamin Harrison for President of the 
United States, was phenomenal and probably 
has never before been exceiled. 

The bulleting announcing the nomination 
were received and posted at all telegraph 
points in America within less than five = 
far-off Pacific coast knew the result within 
two minutes after the facts were determined, 
and even quicker was the service to the East. 
New York received the news inside of sixty 
seconds, 

Equally phenomenal was the s of trans- 
mission across the ocean, the bulletin of Pres- 
ident Harrison’s renomination taking only 
one and one-half minutes to reach London. 
In most sections there was practically no com- 
petition, no other bulletin service being re- 
ceived at W n and other sections re- 
porting Associated Press bulletins ten or more 
minutes ahead of all competition, 

This speedy bulletin service isin keeping 
with all of the work done during the conven- 
tion, for which every preparation had been 
made to handle the convention reports prop- 
erly. Expert telegraphers ‘ rushed ”’ the bus- 
iness, and all the Western Union wires were 
patrolled by linemen between Minneapolis 
and Chicago and Omaha and other leading 
points during the convention day and night 
on all important routes. 2 

The special news service done during this 
convention exceeded that at either of the con- 
ventions four years ago. At those .conven- 
tions the largest amount of special service any 
one day was 395,000 words, while the greatest 
single day’s service from this city was 422,000 
words, This is exclusive of the regular Asso- 
ciated Press reports.

ASTRONOMICAL STUDY IN CHICAGO, 


Those Interested in the Science to Meet at 
the Dearborn Observatory. 

Ever since the days when the eighteen and 
one-half inch telescope of the Dearborn Ob- 
servatory was the largest instrument of its 
kind in the world, the name of Chicago has 
been widely known among astronomers, 
Burnham’s classic work on double stars, first 
with a small telescope in the yard of his 
house, near Thirty-fifth street, and later with 
the great instrument of the Dearborn Obser- 
vatory, constantly drew more and more at- 
tention to Chicago’s contributions to science; 
and Prof. Hough’s numerous discoveries o 
double stars and careful studies of Jupiter 
continue to add to the reputation already 
gained. 

Those who have attended meetings of the 
Academy of Sciences when astronomical top- 
ics were the subjects of discussion will re- 
member the general interest taken in tne sub- 
ject, At the last meeting of the academy it 
was decided that a section in matliematics 
and astronomy be formed, and in order to co- 
operate with this section and unify astro- 
nomical work in the city the Chic 
of the Astronomical Society of the 5 
decided to hold its meetings he r in joint 
session with the Astronomical Section of the 
academy. The first joint meeting will be held 
at the Kenwood pg Veen Forty-sixth 
street near Drexel boulevard, Wednesday, 
June 15, at 8 p. m. It is desired that every 
one Sweaty in astronomy be present, and a 
cordial invitation is extended to the public. 
Astronomical subjects of popular interest will 
be presented and discussed, and all will have 
an opportunity of observing Saturn and other 
stars through the telescope of the observatory.

Cleveland’s 
officeholders now and formerly supported his 
homination. Upon this point Harrison is no 
more assailable than Cleveland, or, indeed, 
than Lincoln or Jackson. The issues have 
been modified by ‘the present Congress, the 
excessive expenditures of the previous Con- 
gress have tumed out to be unreducible. The 
_ business class votes in genera! to sell the 
stock of goods now on their shelves, and Har- 
» vison threatens less disturbance now than the 
advent of Cleveland with a severe tariff 
change. 

The McKinley tariff has been assimilated, 
ay many. Much also is expected from Har- 
rison's God-fearing standard. This Collector 
Robertson and others refer to when they 
say that Harrison with all the churches, Catho- 
lic and Protestant, is strong, as one who rules 
forever in his great task-master’s eye. His 
personal character was pretty well thrashed 
éverin the last campaign, and what is said 
about his being cold is interpreted by many to 
Mean that he never promises what he does not 
mean to give. His support in this conyention 
and even upon the spot, one of the Blaine 
stronghclds, was quite equal to Biaine’s. The 
people in the galleries were able to respond 
well in volume to the Blaine shouts and ap- 
plause all the time. The quality of Har- 
rison's support throughout the States in- 
cluded the strong Blaine States like Wiscon- 
Sin, Nebraska, and Kansas. In spite of 
Glarkson he seized Iowa almost bodily. In 
Hlaine's State the Harrison support was nu- 
merous and highly respectable. 

Hoped Tom Would Lose. 

A New-Yorker in the confidence of Platt's 
family said: His movement to defeat Har- 
rison began last August. When Platt was at 
Coney Island he received a dispatch from 
Quay saying: Wherever you will lead I 
Will follow.“ The two then resolved to fight 
Harrison, but Quay had not the courage to do 
it alone and Platt had. Mr. Platt said this 
evening: The nomination gives me this re- 
lief, that I need ‘not feel any responsibility 
about the result and can attend to my private 
Business. Mrs. Platt remarked to me one 
day: ‘Tom, I hope you will be beaten.’ 
Why,“ I asked. Because then you will 
let politics atone. It takes three-quarters 
of your time and one-half of your money.’”’

Garfield used to quote the phrase from Reid 
that there was nothing to account for Grant's 
Success but the old saying that success suc- 
ceeds. This has been the case with Mr. 
Reid also. Just after Grant had been nom- 
inated for President there were several men 


at the house of Elihu Washburne. on Grant 


row, who had breakfast together. Cad- 
wallader and William Washburn were 
both there, and Adam Badeau and 
Mr. Allison, then a member of Congress. The 
topie of conversation was a long campaign life 
of Grant which Reid had written for Horace 
Greeley and the New York Tribune. It re- 
asserted the views of Ohio in the war that 
Grant had made mistakes and been fortunate 
rather than scientific. Mr. Washburn said 
that Gen. Grant had forbidden a single copy 
of that campaign life to be circulated, though 
it was understood that a big edition had 
been ordered by the National committee. 
Soon after Gen. Grant was elected the 
New York Tribune went into the opposition 
and Mr. Reid about 1868-69 was given a place 
as éditorial writer, etc., at $100 a week salary. 
Whenever Horace Greeley went to Washington 
one of his first inquiries was for Reid, who 
took him to see Chief Justice Chase. Reid in 
his probationary state accepted the views and 
somewhat the prejudices of his patron. He 
thought Roesecranz was the military genius 
of the Southwest, and perhaps his comments 
on the men of the war were from Rosecranz’s 
table talx. 
Never Went in Frivolous Ways. 

Gov. Chase had been accepted by the young 
men of Ohio as their mentor in learning and 
Reid based his personal conduct much upon 
Chase’s example. He never let himeelf down 
nor turned his newspaper vocation into friv- 
olous ways, nor wasted much time among tbe 
smaller writing fraternity. When he became 
Mr. Greeley’s assistant he fully followed 
Greeley in his crotchets and patriotisms. In 
1872 he went, among the friends of Greeley, 
to the Cincinnati convention and there saw 
his chief, by the aid of the Blairs and Gratz 
Brown and the Southern delegations, made 
the nominee of that haphazard convention, 
which met to promulgate free trade. and 
ended by nominating a protectionist, and 
adopted in its platform the expression that 
there were honest differences of opinion 
among the delegations and that the conven-

Bowles, and many others of the 
writing fraternity shit their flight of arrows 
at the military cmef from Cincinnati twenty 
years ago. Few thought at that time that 
Greeley’s young heutenant would in twenty 
years be the Vice-Presidential candidate. In 
the interim Carl Schurz has been Secretary 
of the Interior, and has since gone outside of 
the party like several others. 

Halstead said when he heard that Reid had 
bought the New York Tribune after Greeley’s 
death: His hair will be gray before he has 
paid for it. Mr. Reid’s hair has just become 
gray or since his departure for Paris, but he 
had paid for the paper a good while before. 

Told Greeléy He Must Retire. 

When Greeley was nominated Mr. Reid and 
others led him to see that he must immediate- 
ly retire in announcement and, in fact, from 
all responsibility for his paper,whereupon Reid 
was made the editor. The campaign defeated 
Greeley, who lost Ms mind and soon died and 
left the Tribune in what seemed a ruined 
state. In thatemergency an unexpected busi- 
ness genius was developed in Reid. He had 
improved his opportunity in New York and 
knew a high grade of men. Rumér)said that 
William Walter Phelps, who has been a for- 
eign Minister cotemporaneous with him, pro- 
vided the credit or means by which a brief 
time was tided over, or until Mr. Reid could 
make his financial arrangements. The com- 
mon belief has been that he borrowed the 
money and pledged the stock of the paper 
upon an option by which he could get it back 
at a fixed figure. 

The New York Times was determined 
to drive the Tribune into a consolidation or 
out of existence, and it was then the extreme 
Grant-Conkling regular organ of the party. 
Becoming too dictatorial, however, the Times 
sovn lost the support of Conkling and the 
Tribune slowly picked up its strength, though 
for a long time it suspended dividends, and an 
infinite variety of details were personally at- 
tended to by the young writer, whose self- 
respect had seemed so preposterous to the 
millionaire publishers and employers. For a 
little while the Tribune continued to bea 
slashing paper. 

In the course of his business development 
Mr. Reid discovered that incependence fre- 
quently ran away with commercial caution 
and the helpful spirit which should bring all 
influences to the support of our increased and 
national fame. The Tribune had nothing to 
depend on but himself to keep ite advertising 
rates well up, to hold its special ties, such as 
the school, theater, and book advertising. To 
live within the respectable pale of criticism 
were Mr. Reid’s efforts. Being strapped for 
money and other stockholders clamoring for 
dividends, he sought for different devices to 
cheapen his product, such as the typesetting 
machines, and fought the printers’ ‘unions, for 
it was a matter of live or die with him. 

Life Is Not a Joke, 

What Milton Sayler, the schoolmate of 
Gen. Harrison, relates of the President’s 
schooldays is almost the exact picture of 
Whitelaw Reid’s coming on in journalism and 
business affairs. Mr. Sayler’s language is as 

ows: : 
4 He nevergeemed to regard life as a joke, 
nor the opportunities for advancement as sub- 
jects vor sport. During the four years that I 
was with him, he impressed me with the be- 
lief that he was ambitious as a writer and asa 
always did bis best; by this I 


proudest man I ever knew about sticking to 
his opinion,” 

The pugnacity of opinion was soon rubbed 
off in the business school New York was not 
Ohio, where everybody knew everybody else 
personally. Reid said one day: A newsp@ 
per has got to fight to keep every element of 
its income, and when it gets to a certain point 
of success the fight is rather to hold on to 
what you have than to get more. 

This Scotchy instinct and hard necessity in- 
volving his whole ambition were for some 
years the young editor’s guide. He made a 
rule when he went to New York never to call 
on anybody at a hotel nor yet to be frequent 
at clubs, but to visit men at their houses 
and to be seen at his own. He was fully 40 
years old before he married, though he was al- 
ways being talked about as about to marry. 
The society of ladies of talent, social 
accomplishment, and beauty was al- 
ways agreeable to him. For some time in 
New York he lived on Park avenue, in a plain 
marble house, He was fastidious about get- 
ting all his sleep, taking his bath, and going 
to his duties at fixed hours, and facing all the 
obstacles and annoyances there. When warm 
weather came he would generally take his cot- 
tage by the sea, and he had his bath in the 
surf with the greatest regularity. 

Bought Himself a Home. 

Finally be purchased a house at the corner 
ot Lexington avenue and Thirty-sixth street, 
and by some improvements turned it into 
quite a mansion, with large library attach- 
ments. This gave him a status in New Tork, 
and it is supposed that he made some money 
in ventures outside of his busimess. The 
opinion at least grew that he was a man 
worth a hundred thousand doliars or more. 
The next thing it was understood that the 
Tribune was extricating itself from its 
old bondage of doubt and debt. It 
became the regular Republican organ 
again, avoided mutiny or disputation, now 
and then introduced a new feature, and though 
it had a standing fight with tne printers, that 
was not unusual in newspaper offices. Some 
years ago Mr, Reid made a visit to the Pacific 
Coast, and while there his gallantry and self- 
respect made an impression upon the only 
daughter of D. O. Mills, the banker. Mr. 
Mills had seen much of fast life in San Fran- 
cisco, and had withdrawn uis family from the 
city to live permanently in the coun- 
try some seventeen miles distant. In 
that retirement his daughter, who 
had grown to woman’s estate, met Mr. 
Reid. The banker’s family looked askant 
upon a newspaper alliance, but in the course 
of time Mr. Mills removed to New York City 
and found his son-in-law President of a welli- 
established club there and in strong good re- 
pute. In time Mr. Reid's brother-in-law, 
Ogden Mills, married into the Livingston con- 
nection and thus became related to the Duke 
of Portland’s family. It was supposed that 
Mrs. Reid and her brother had become part- 
ners of Mr. Reid in the Tribune stock. Thus re- 
leased frorn his hard strain and taken up with 
agreeable domestic life, a child, and other af. 
fairs, people noticed that Whitelaw.Reid had 
grown gentler and kinder, and that whilst his 
eye was on the honorable path of success and 
fame he was always ready to doa good turn 
for anybody who came along. Political op- 
ponents died and the families found the Trib- 
une courteous to them. A few of his writing 
compeers who had not half. getten. along in 
the world kept up their jealousy, but this was 
ofno avail against the law of newspaper 
courtesy which covered the higher’ walks of 


A Demoeratic editor at this convention said: 


| * Reid might be attacked, but he will get the 


benefit of the courtesy of the profession. Of 
course, the scallawags will jump into him, but 
they will not count for much.” 

Significance of Porter's Action. 

It was significant that he was nominated for 
this office by Horace Porter, who represented 
in other days the extreme hostility of the 
Grant household against Greeley, Reid, and 
Sumner, These young men have both re- 
moved from Washington to New York, 
and have embarked in neighbor- 
ing fields of reponsi bility and 
of competition. Drawing nearer to 
each other, they have known each other better 
and matters of the past have become thread- 
bare. Gen. Porter is the son of a Democratic 
Gavernor of Pennsylvania, and was born in 
the Executive Mansion at Harrisburg; he 
comes from a Scotch-Irish family which pro- 
duced a mathemetician and a college profes- 
sor from the humblest walks st the time of 
the Revolution. His ancestor, Porter the engi- 
„er. walked nearly all night to borrow a book 
from Rittenhouse the astronomer. Several of 


the Portets have figured in the army, and one 


was Territorial Governor of Wisconsin. 

Thus after the collisions of youth the mili. 
tary secretary of Grant rises to propose 
Whitelaw Reid. His nomination marks the 
extension and exaltation of the printer’s craft 
in this country, though this was fully recog- 
nized in the Revolution when Franklin, a 
printer and editor, filled all the public posi- 
tions of his time, was a military Colonel against 
the Indians, Postmaster-General before we 
had a nation, foreign Minister, and President 
of Pennsylvania, and an author of the United 


States. 
Greeley Wrote Many Books. 


Mr. Greeley wrote a good many books and 
afterward was judged by them when he wanted 
an office. He abetted a good many philan- 
thropies which passed away and became 
odious, and by those he was judged and his 
goodness of heart rejected. Gen. Rosecrans 
and Chief Justice Chase, already named as 
Mr. Reid’s incentives to ambition, forgot to 


be contented with the things around them, re- 


tained their jeaiopsy too long, and loved 
politics more than reminiscence. Over the 
host of these has come the young man who 
was self-contained, who never wasted his 
strength nor substance in excesses of any 
kind, who preferred the domestic circle to 
bachelor haunts, and who kept away from 
office till he could have the means to adorn it. 
After Harrison’s election he easily became 
Minister to France, though it was supposed 
that his family wanted him to get 
the English mission. Mr. Blaine desired 
him to have the British mission; Harrison 
swerved him aside to Paris. In the sequel he 
is better off. As Mr. Morton, his predecessor, 
was the French Minister, it naturally falls to 
Reid’s lot, havimg negotiated a successful 
treaty and settled into Morton’s vecant place. 
Some said here that Morton wanted to be re- 
nominated, but if he had this desire he was. 
like McKinley and Blaine, too noncommittal 
for the convention to understand him. 

The question might be asked whether Reid 
would have been nominated for Vice-Presi- 
dent if be had not been a member of a smal! 
arid wealthy family. It can be answered by 
saying that without spch accessories he never 
would have putin a plea for this position, 
knowing full well. that financial freedom is 
absolutely necessary to illustrate public office. 
He has tried the experiment of publishing his 
paper for three years without having anything 
to do with it. The advice he gave to Greeley 
he has followed himself, not to be responsible 
for the utterances of his publication. 

Helped by tiis Relatives. 

Unquestionably his social and wealthy rela- 
tions have had the most to do with his nomi- 
nation, but behind this has been a good son 
and a tender husband and a man who has 
kept his personal standard estimable for him- 
self. He is rather a good-looking man, tall 
and straight, with a susceptible, long nostril, 
and eyes which have brightness and color in 
then:. His condescension is not stiff nor fa- 
miliar. On the whole, he represents the pos- 
sibihties of the young journalist as well 
as any man in the profession, and is a warn- 


Milis in the street and complained of the 
ter and asked if it cetild not be stopped 
or fixed. History goes that Mr. Mills 
said that he had wo doubt it 
could, and he took the individual up in the 
Tribune sanctuin, whereupon the stranger ob- 
served that Mr. Reid said to his father-in-law 
in effect: You have plenty to do without 
managing this paper and this department.

Darius O. Milis was born in Westchester at 
no great distance from New York, and was of 
ahumble commercial beginning, his mother 
and himself keeping a country store, When 
there was a general movement from New York 
Mr. Mills, his brother, and his cousin went 
a Established a Good Character, 

They established an excellent character inSan 
Francisco, and when Ralston started the Bank 
of California he especially desired the broad 
good repute of D. O. Mills to be at the head of 
the institution. Ralston used finance as an 
adjunet to development, while Mulls knew 
that money was a solid thing, and if reduced 
to a volatile state would pass off into the air. 
The collapse. of Ralston made some ani- 
madversion to Mr. Mills, but he has 
been a useful man in his native region. 
The Mills Building on Broad street, 
New York, was the first great building to be 
put up im that city, and has been the model 
and example of many another one.

“Whenever Ralston an applicant for 
money the first thing he thought of was, How 
can I get it for him? The first thought of

Mr. Mills came to the conclusion a good 
while ago that he hau better give of his means 
to his children while he tived than to give them 
nothing and have them wish that he would die. 
When Henry Villard exploited himself too far, 
forgetting that no promoter is called upon to 
set himself a-fire, a very eiaborate, noble man- 
sion he had built in New York upon the Anglo- 
German plan was for sale. Ready money was 
required as there weren good millions dropped 
between the estimates and the cost of tue 
Northern Pacific blind 7 * railroad. Then 
the young man who a few years previously 
staggered under the heavy load of the New 
York Tribune with hardly any money of his 
own was able to enter into the Villard man- 
sion and have it for msown. The calm West- 
ern boy, whose fortune was a quill pen, pos- 
sessed something like a palace in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Vanderbilt and other 
millionaires’ homes, some of them from Ohio. 
His wife resold the country seat, which had 
been built by Ben Halliday or some other ex- 
plorer or promoter, and when it burned down 
while Mr. Reid wasin Paris his father-in-law 
merely telegraphed to know if they liked it 
enough to have him start and build it over. 
The lavish hospitality and fine surroundings 
of Mr. Reid in Paris materially assisted him 
to pass the Pork bill, which will give an agri- 
cultural bias to this ticket. 

Harrison Is a Geod Stayer. 

The President's contingent at this con- 
convention from Indiana has shown that 
among his peers be is a good stay- 
er. He has fought for every ad- 
vantage he ever gained in that State, was

The State was full 
of smart and daring men, who would put any 
body under their feet ‘willing to stay there. 
Gov. Morton, Judge Gresham, and others 
stood in Harrison's path, and they found that 
he was a meddlesome man. He aspired to the 
Presidential nomination the first time as well 
as the second, satisfied that if he got the office 
he would acquit himself well. He said just 
before he went to Washington: I can get 
along I think pretty well with measures, but 
fear Jam not as well adapted to getting 
along with men.” 

No doubt he has some exasperating quali- 
ties. Buthis contest out here has been with 
men and not with measures, for the platform 
was hardly listened to at all. 

Forgotten in Ohio. 

It surprised some that Ohio did not second 
the nomination ot Whitelaw Reid and they 
asked why this was so. O0,“ said one, he 
went away from our State so long ago that 
the present generation does not know that he 
ever lived there, and besides the convention 
was bored to death with speeches made, and 
we left it to New York.” 

Another said: “This convention shows 
that Foraker is still the master spirit in Ohio. 
He owes it to his nerve. He is not nervy at 
one time, orin one place, but nervy every- 
where.” : 

This quality is liked by the boys. He

The movement of 
events West has left him out beyond the hub 
of the country. Ifhe would go through the 
West for the next three or four years he 
might become the factor. 

Gen. Alger has now had his boom before 
the country for two years, and it has not ma- 
terialized. 

The next thing probably will bea call on 
Blaine to give the ticket a boost and make it 
popular out West and in California. Some 
say Blaine is gone, but it is the physicel 
Blaine which is gone; he showed extraordi- 
nary power out here and brought nearly 
every one of his enemiés into his camp, but 
in the meantime did not make allowance for 
the escape of his friends. He strived for the 
crown. of genius and has got it. The universal 
expression is that he is a smart man, the 
smartest in the land. This does not necessa- 
rily involve being President, Garn.

‘Balfour Will Announce the Actual Date of 


Dissolution ' Tomorrow, and Open the 
Campaign in London—The Grand Old 
Man to Answer Him—Lady Henry Som- 
erset Active—Dull Proceedings of the 
International Congress of Miners—The 
Breunan Torpedo Not a Shecess,

London, June 11. It is now settled that 
Balfour will announce the actual date of dis- 
solution Monday, and the following Wednes- 
day he will inaugurate the Tory campaign by 
& great speech at the Conservative demonstra- 
tion to be held in London the eve of that 
day. He will be answered by Mr. Gladstone 


in a speech which the Grand Old Man has ar- 


ranged to deliver in Chester previous to the 
start upon his Midlothian tour, and thereafter 
for two or three weeks the big guns on both 
sides will pound away at each other daily. 

The Grand Old Man is as restive and eager 
for the fray as a mettled warhorse. Scarcely 
a day now passes upon which he does not fire 
off a little speech or a letter replying to some 
enquirer or encouraging a Liberal candidate 
selected to lead the attack upon some Tory 
atro 1. By way of relaxation after the 
political fight he has promised to preside over 
one of the sections of the Oriental Congress 
to be held in London early in September and 
deliver an addresson “‘Archaic Greece and the 
East. In the following month he will lec- 
ture at Oxford oan The History of the Uni- 
versities.

Lord Randolph Churchill Disinterested. 


Lord Randolph Churchill exhibits no sign 
of interest in the coming general election. He 
will seek reélection for Paddington, but has 
no preseut intention of taking the stump on 
behalf of the Tory party. Only two items of 
news relating to this erratic genius and disap- 
pointed politician have appeared in the news- 
papers this week. The first is to the effect 
that he lost a lot of money at the Lewes races 
Thursday by backing the wrong horse in the 
chief race, and the second records that he has 
given to the Natural History Museum a fine 
stuffed lion and lioness which he did not 
shoot in Africa. 

English writers and speakers have been 
soleinnly taken to task this week by the Scot- 
tish Home Rule Association for their loose 
habit of using the terms England and English, 
instead of Britain and British when referring 
to the British Empire and its officers and in- 
stitutions. Americans as well as Englishmen 
should take note, for instance, that Scotland 
is not included in the term England; that 
Queen Victoria is a British, not an English 
Sovereign, and that the government of this 


United Kingdom is the Brivish, not the English 


government. That the matter is regarded as 
serious by the Scottish Home Rule Associa- 
tion is evident from the fact that at its last 
meeting it passed a resolution setting forth 
that the practice complained of is a deliberate 
attempt to defraud our country and country- 
men of their treaty rights and privileges, and 
to degrade Scotsmen from their historical 
position and make their country a mere prov- 
ince of England. 

Needless to say, had the resolution on such 
lines been passed by the Irish Nauonal 
League, it would have been calied rank trea- 
son. but co.ning from the Scottish society it 
is described by English commentators as a 
‘noble expression of just pride in their na- 
tionality.” 

Au International Congress of Miners has 
been held in London this week.

Finally a message 
was sent to the Emperor with the information 
that Prince Bismarck was unable to comply 
with his Majesty’s request. Upon receiving 
this reply the Emperor proceeded on his 
journey.

Miss Humphrey was one of the 
practically blacklisted students. Her diploma 
as master of arts was withheld from her by 
the reverend principal for the ostensible 
reason that she was a i to have sent notes 
clandestinely to Lehigh University boys. 

„What does all this double dealing mean?“ 
asked ex-Senator Conger as he confronted 
Principal Blickersderfer at the seminary to- 
day. You have been sending me quarterly 
reports of my niece’s excellent standing in 
studies and deportment. Now at the last 
minute you refuse to let her graduate, say 
that her deportment is deficient. I deman 
justice for Miss Humphrey, and I mean to 
have it.’ 

“Sorry,” exclaimed the reverend principal 
in reply. ‘‘ But we can only give Miss a g. 
ploma as to proficiency in studies; her de- 
portment is belo w the mark.” 

But ex-Senator Conger, who has temporarily 
taken his niece from the seminary, she 
will graduate with the others on the inst. 
or he will know the reason why. He remains 
in Bethlehem seeking that reason. i

A Petition Submitted for Circulation 
Among Those Renting Offices in the 
Building—Some of the Grievances Set 
Forth in It-A Committee Appointed to 
Obtain Statements in Writing — Com- 
plaints Made Against the Agent, E. R. 
Bliss, by Lessees of Stores and Offices. 

Tenants of the Masonic Temple are prepar- 
ing to make matters interesting for the mana- 
gers of that building, Friday evening an in- 
dignation meeting attended dy twenty-five

ing a petition was submitted for approval to 


| be circulated for signatures among those 


renting offivesin the building. It sets forth 


the general grievances as follows: 

We believe that the May rent should be rebated 
on account of the incomplete state of the build- 
ing. We protest against the management for not 
living up to the contracts in having the building 
and 24 n as was represented they 
would The elevator service is simply 
abominable. Laborers with paint and mortar 
buckets are crowded into the passenger elevators 
ahd no special elevators are set aside for women 
and their escorts. The halls and corridors are 
neither kept clean nor clear of rubbish and build- 


materi 

The management is break faith in admit- 
ting advertising professionals. The treatment of 
tenants by the renting agent is discourteous and 
in some instances amounts to an eviction, The 
banisters are not properly fastened, mechanics 
are careless in — their tools and material. 
and tenants daily jeopardige life and limb in the 
building as long as no proper protection is made 
to prevent careless dropping of tools and 
materials. 

We therefore respectfully ask and insist that 
the foregoing be remedied and proper considera- 
tion given to the demands of. the undersigned. 

The Petition Read. 

The petition, which was designed for pre- 
sentation to the Board of Directors, was read 
at the meeting, but it was decided not to cir 
culate it at present. Instead a committee 
consisting of F. J. Spencer, Nathan Herzog, 
C. K. Giles, and Dr. J. E. Harper was ap- 
pointea to visit the different tenants and ob 
tain statements in writing of their causes of 
complaint. This committee will report at an- 
other meeting to be held next Wednesday or 
Thursday, or whenever the report 1s ready. 

The main target for complaint on the part 
of the tenants is E. R. Bliss, secretary of the 
Masonic Fraternity Association and renting 

nt for the building. Dr. F. Stetson, 
athan Herzog Louis Derdiger and 
others say that Mr. Bliss’ treatment 
of the tenants who approach him 
with complaints of any kind is discourteous 
and peremptory in the extreme, In effect 
they are told if they don’t like the conditions 
they can get out. Provisions of leases and 
contracts, it is alleged, are coolly disregarded 
by Mr. Bliss, tenants’ rights and comforts re- 
ceiving no consideration from him. 

Leases were dated from May The build- 
ing was not ready for occupancy at that time, 
and in fact is not entirely finished now. 
Many tenants moved in about May 15 and 
have been greatly inconvenienced, they claim, 
by the presence of workmen and building ma- 
terial in the halls and elevators. 

When Dr. Stetson remonstrated against pay- 
ment of the May rent Mr. Bliss told him, it is 
claimed, that if his office was not ready at the 
time specified in the lease the association had 
not kept its contract and he was at liberty to 
give up bis lease whenever he pleased. An- 
other tenant, a woman, had a lease for one 
year with an option of two more. Mr. Bliss, 
it is charged, obtained possession of the lease 
to make some minor correction, and when it 
was returned the two years’ option was 
stricken out. The association, the woman 
was told. did not wish to make her a lease of 
that kind, and that was all the satisfaction she 
could get. 

Other Objections Made. 

Another cause of complaint is the admission 
as tenants of professional people who adver- 
tise their calling. There is a clause in the 
leases providing that physicians, surgeons, and 
dentists will not be allowed to advertise. This 
clause was an attraction for regular practi- 
tioners, but exceptions have been made to it. 
Louis Derdiget, who had permission to adver- 
tise, had a sign painted on the glass panel of 
his door. Mr. Knox, an assistant of Mr. Bliss, 
told him the sign must be removed. Mr. Der- 
diger refused obey the order, Next morn- 
ing the 2 was gone. It had been re 
durin r. Derdiger’s absence by one of an- 
other kind. 

Mr. Derdiger says he was told there would 
be no charge for janitor service. Later he 
was told to pay $3 a month for that service. 
He said he would have one of his employes 
sweep his office. He was told, he says, he 
couldn’t sweep the dirt into the halls, and 
would not be allowed to carry it down on the 
elevators. 

Prof. Rosenberg, a stockholder of the as- 
sociation, rented rooms for a conservatory of 
music and was told, it is reported, he could 
not play any musical instrument in the build. 
ing. Mr. Herzog, who keeps a cigar stand in 
the rotunda, claims he had to close business 
for several days while men were workin 
on the walis of the well which runs up throug 
the center of the building. Iron nuts, rivet 
ends, and a chisel and a monkey wrench came 
crashing down at times from the space above, 
and one piece of iron broke through Mr. Her- 
zog’s plate glass showcase. He putasign up 
to the effect that he had closed on account of 
dangerous work, and was told to take it down, 
as the management did not wish to tell peo- 
ple it was dangerous to go in and out of the 
building. 

F. J. Spencer claims that a clause in his 
lease giving him the exclusive privilege to sell 
candy and temperance drinks in the building, 
with the exception of one drug store, has been 
disregarded, ‘ ö 

Dr. Stetson said he had talked with nearly 
all the tenants. Nine-tenths of them were 
outspoken in their complaints and only one 
had been found who professed to be satisfied. 
C, K. Giles, who is on the committee appoint- 
ed Friday evening, did not attend the meet- 
ing. He said there had been some incon- 
venience on account of the unfinished state of 
the building, but when he had sought relief 
from the management all had been done that 
ceuld be expected under the circamstances, 
Mr. Bliss denied that tenants had any cause 
of complaint other than was inseparable from 
the work necessary to finish the building.

No 
moral, merital, or physical hospital was de- 
sired; in the words of Col. William Allan, the 
first princival and second founder of the in- 
stitution, “nothing but a first-class school has

It was in 1873 that Col. William Allan was 
called from a eee. professorship 
at the Washington and University and put 
at the helm of this very experimental craft.

‘Those 
boys who pass through three 
higher classes study history, botany, the ele- 
ments of physiology, physics and chemistry, 
algebra, geometry, trigonoimetry, and land- 
surveying. Attention is paid to mechanical 
drawing and shorthand, while all are carefuily 
instructed in music, according to the express 
wish of John McDonogh. German begins in 
the fourth class, and is taught with especial 
thoroughness through the four higher grades. 
So that, with the addition of French on occasion, 
graduates are prepared for any of the culleges 
of the country, and those who enter the Johns 
Hopkins. University find themselves in rather 
better trim than the average candidate for 
matriculation. 

All recitations and exercises are marked 
with the greatest care. The record of each 
boy—his average —is published once a 
month in The Week. After intermediate 
examinations his Christmas furlough depends 


in length—from six to nme days—on his gen- 


eral average, and in the spring, after flnals,“ 
his summer furlough—from four to twelve 
days—depends on the standing for the 
whole year. This means that any dis- 
honest method of obtaining a high mark 
is virtually robbing a schoolmate of holiday. 
The result is a rule to which there is no 
exception; there is absolutely no,“ helping” 
or hocus pocus of any kind in examinations, 
An even bolder but equally true statement 
is that the McDonogh boy does not “cram” 
for examinations; partly because he is prac- 
tically. examined every day, and the term- 
marks preponderate in value over the exami- 
nation averages, and pervs, I. suppose, be- 
cause he is ahealthy individual in a healthy at- 
mosphere, not a strained organism in an intel- 
lectual forcing bed. 

Before ranks are broken after dinner the com- 
manding officer reads out” the work as- 
signed for-the afternoon. The boys are sent 
in squads to the various tasks, each squad be- 
ing composed of many large or a few small 
ones, according to the chet eng of the 
work. One of the boys —always an officer, if 
there be one on the «quad—™“ bosses ” it, and 
maintains almost military discipline.

Like Wilhelm Meister’s son Felix, 
if be does nothing so skillfully as breaking 
wild horses he is at once allowed to—drive the 
oxen or haul gasoline from the station with 
* Jinny mule.” 

Ifitbea rainy afternoon the handsome 
library will be well patronized.

publis among the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity studies a most admirable and scholarly 
mon phon this subject, which he named 
“Rudimentary Society Among Boys,” and 
which was evolved from a long personal ex- 
perience at McDonogh. | 

Any sketch of the McDonogh institute 
would be entirely incomplete without a word 
concerning the late Col. William Allan, who 
directed every detail of the school during the 
first sixteen years of its existence. He died 
three years ago, leaving pupils, alumni, and 
faculty sorrowing as fora father. Col. Allan 
was aman of the most eminent ability, con- 
ceded America’s best military critic on the 
Civil War. A distinguished and original 
mathematician he combined: with his unusual 
grasp on the theoretical sciences an even more 
rare administrative ability and practical judg- 
ment. With these qualifications, which would 
have brought his name into men’s mouths 
whatever profession or calling hé had chosen, 
he deliberately went into the wilderness and 
spent the best sixteen years of bis life in mak- 
ing the McDonogh school. One of the most 
noble, patient, and tactful men who ever 
lived, he was and is a tower of strength to 
every boy who knew him. 

There was but one man to haye succeeded 
him, and this was Duncan C. Lyle, his second 
in command from the first, the present prin- 
cipal of the school. 

Naturally, the success of this institution has 
been due to ite great good fortune in having 
such men a3 its makers. eir personal at- 
tributes were a necessary help to the peda- 
gogieal and psychological principles—in them- 
selves admirable—on which the school was 
developed. Of no inconsiderable’importance 
n this success has been the matronship, since 
the beginning in 1873, of a charming Virginia 
lady, Mrs. Josepha Young, whose grace and 
zact have disguised utterly the difficulties of a 
“er difficult position.

Discoloration of Brick Structures, 
Many a handsome brick buildmg is dis- 
figured long after its erection by the appear- 
mace of white patches on the surface of the 
brick.

AN UNCANNY AND LONELY PLACE. 


A Queer Silent City of Men Turned to 
Stone 


San Francisco Examiner: Away up among 
the sage brush of White Pine, far removed 
from the shriek of the locomotive and only 
disturbed by the occasional prospector, isa 
strange silent city. Once more than 35,000 
people carried on all kinds of business and 
traffic there. It was during the phenomenal 
rush to White Pine in 1867.

dent. The farmers of the prairies liked Mr. 
Depew personally, but they fancied they saw 
the Vanderbilts behind him, seeking to get 
hold of the Presidency and consolidate it with 
the New York Central, 

Mr. Depew yielded to the inevitable, though 
not without a pang. But while renouncing 
his dreams of the highest place in the country, 
he laid hands upon another which certainly 
ranks next to it, and which in some respecte 
is more enviable. Unable to be President 
himself, he became a President-maker, a Re- 
publican Warwiek. Four years ago he made 
Mr. Harrison the nominee, and, having had no 
cause to be dissatisfied with his handiwork, 
he went to Minneapolis last week and gave 
him the nomination a second time, Whether 
he has looked far enongh inte the future to 
decide on whose head he will place the crown 
four years hence is doubtful. If he has, a 
curious world would like to know who is to be 
in the White House from 1897 to 1901. 

Some individuals may be inclined to smile 
at the idea that the President of a New York 
railroad can govern the action of conventions 
and select the ruler of a great republic, Mr. 
Depew has, however, many engaging qualities 
which give him influence wherever he goes, 
He has a distinct and impressive personality 
when he rises to address a public meeting, 
and he commands attention. He has an amia- 
ble disposition and a woll cultivated mind. As 
a speaker he is probably without a peer in the 
United States, for he understands that the 
object of true oratory ie first to convince and 
then to persuade; so he is careful not to irri- 
tate or to offead those whose support he is 
seeking. Mr. Depew i probably the most 
popular man in the United States (unless Mr, 
Nlaine be excepted); and everybody likes to 
agree with him and vote with him, if possible, 
when he asks it. ; 

But his power as a man and an orator is not 
all that must be considered when the sources 
of his suecess are to be examined. He has a 
place in the commercial world that enables 
him to put bis finger on the nerves of the 
greatest industrial organizations of the coun- 
try. To learn the basis of Mr. Depew’s 
strength, aside from his personal qualities, all 
that is n ary is to study the map of the 
northern part of the United States, from Bos- 
ton to Cheyenne. The observer will find in New 
York some black lines indicating the Central, 
Hudson River, West Shore, Harlein, and other 
roads. He will find in New England the 
Boston & Albany, and the New 
York & New Haven roads. When the 
controlling spirit ef this great system 
favors the nomimation of a particu- 
lar person by a convention, the delegates 
chosen from the districts through which these 
roads run are pretty likely to be influenced 
by that person, Noe pressure is exerted on the 
workmen in railroad shops, engineers, fire- 
men, or laborers. They do as they please be- 
fore and after election. But the subordinate 
officers, the local attorneys, of whom there 
are 80 many, the numerous local politicians 
who are so pleased to be on good terms with 


sist it, are all given to understand the policy 
which has been decided on. This vast army 
of agents, working quietly and systematically 
in great cities like New York and Boston and 
in the rural districts, bas that enormous power 
which disciplined and harmonious intelligence 
can exert when it pleases. It is difficult to 
overestimate the power of such a machine to 
sécure results, 

The study ofthe map should not end at 
Buffalo. Between there and Chicago are the 
Lake Shore, the Nickel-Piate, and the Michi- 
gan Central. The Big Four” stretches down 
into Ohio and spreads out into Indiana and 
Illinois. West of Chicago the Northwestern 
system extends into Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, and South Dakota.

In a case where great corporations, like the 
Pullman company, for instance, whose inter- 
ests are intimately associated.with those of 
the railroads, choose to assist them, they can 
exert a persuasive influence which is not to be 
despised. But the lion’s share of the work is 
done by the railroads, It is not drawing it 
too strong to say that for each mile of track 
the Vanderbilt system has an intelligent, en- 
ergetic subordinate who will obey instructions 
and will generally succeed in doing what is 
expected of him. So when the President- 
maker of New York decides whoni he will put 
in the White House he has under his control 
machinery which enables him to scoop in del- 
egates from the Rocky Mountains to the 
ocean, : 

This is a great deal of power for one man 
to wield, but as long as Mr. Depew uses it as 
wisely as he has done hitherty no obe ought to 
grumble. Certainly there will be no com- 
plaint from Chicago, because this city Bas a 
great affection forthe Warwick of hia day. 
He has been tts favorite adopted son ever 
since he enlisted in the cause of the Worid’s 
Pair, for which he has worked so actively and 
so effectively. And when. Senator Cullom 
flatly refused to be the favorite son of Illinois 
the peopie of the State unanimously gave the 
position to Mr. Depew. Abd they claim that 
for good-huinor, story-telling, oratory, polit- 

ical skill, and ability to get the better of his 
opponents without making them his enemies 
they will back him against any other favorite

The jurors should have begun where 
they left off. As it is seven of the nine 
men who were indicted have been acquitted. 
One of them has to answer to a separate in- 
dietment on the charge of paying a thousand 
dollars to ex-Aid, Roth to induce him to vote 
for the Northern Pacific ordinance. But if 
the last-named individual is so delicately 
constituted that he cannot stand the violent 
verbal assaults of the counsel for the defense 
it is not likely that he will appear in court to 
testify. The State was exceedingly unfortu- 
nate in its chief witness.

THE FOUR-MILE TURNEL NEARLY DONE. 


It was stated in yesterday’s Tarsunm that 
the east and west ends of the four-mile tunnel 
were only 230 feet apaft, and that ‘that thin 
barrier would be removed before the close of 
this month. All that will be left to do then 
wil] be to clean out the sections already done 
and repair any defects which may exist in 
them. It is estimated that it wil not take 
more than three months to do that. Conse- 
quently about Oct. 1 Chicagoans will be re- 
ceiving a large additional supply of water 
over fifty million gallons a day—drawn from 


za point four miles out in the lake beyond all 


possible reach of shore pollution. The recent 
floods in the Desplaines, severe 4s they were, 
were not violent enough to contaminate the 
water at the four-mile crib, The policy of 
Mayor Roche, of which this paper was such a 
steady supporter, has been fully vindicated. 

When the new tunnel comes into use the 
pumping of water from the one-mile shore 
crib can cease. For some days over forty 
million galions have been drawn thence, and 
the improvement in the quality of water sup- 
plied has been noticeable. The complaints of 
the inability to get water which were con- 
stantly made in some ovtlying districts have 
ceased altogether, and the tenants of second 
ana third floors are no longer compelled to go 
dry. But the fluid taken from the shore crib 
is pure only by fits and starts. Ite quality 
cannot be depended on. Too much sewage is 
emptied into the lake to the north of it and 
drifts southward along the shore. That tun- 
nel is only a makeshift, Happily when the 
four-mile one is finished the questionable 
water now drawn from it can be replaced by 
the cold, clear, unpolluted water taken from 
the four-mile crib, and the supply will be even 
greater than at present. 

Several Eastern papers, some of them sin- 
cere and some of them malignant, have been 
commenting on the alleged poor quality ‘of 
Chicago drinking water, and either urging the 
city to hasten and have matters in good shape 
by the time the World's Fair opened, or in- 
timating that it could not do so. These sheets, 
both the friendly and the unfriendly ones, 


often at right angles, to the rock walls that 


bound the lakes, besides which there is grave 


reason to doubt that the foros of the giacial 
movement was.equal to the task assigned it by 
the theory referred to, Tne lake basins are 


simply valleys of erosion, formed during 


periods of high continental elevation 
which lasted long enough for the excava- 
tion of broad and deep valleys. This elevation 
amounted to 8,000 feet above the present alti- 
tude, and appears to have been temporarily as 
much as 6,000 feet. The basing of the lakes 
were just such broad valleys as that of the 
modern St. Lawrence River north of the 
Adirondacks, or farther seaward. During the 
later geologic times the physical revolutions 
of the ice age converted the old valleys of the 
Laurentian River and its tributaries into 
basins in which the modern lake waters are 
held. A general subsidence of the region fol- 
lowed, and that was succeeded by a reéleva- 
tion of the land, which rvee most rapidly to- 
wards the northeast, whereby rock barriers 
were formed aeroas old valleys. 

As shown by the remains of channels 600 
feet deep and now partly buried by drift, the 
drainage by the ancient Laurentian River 
from Lake Michigan crossed the Huron basin 
at the foot of a high but now submerged es- 
carpment, passed into Georgian Bay and 
along a waterway which is still left open 
along the edge of the Indian Peninsula, 
thence to a point about twenty miles east of 
Toronto, and from that through Lake Oata- 
rio, Across the Peninsula of Michigan an 
ancient tributary flowed through a valley now 
buried by 500 feet of drift ana through Sag- 
inaw Bay to join the Laurentian River. 
These “ youthful lake basins date back only 
as far as the later Pleistocene period, and the 
ancient drainage was changed owing to drift 
accumulations obstructing the valleys and by 
warpings of the earth’s crust. 

It has been shown that the loess of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley basin overlies the glacial drift 
and so-called Orange Sand south of the limit 
of glaciation; also that where it occurs north 
of this limit ite relations are to the first glacial 
deposits. This identification lends special im- 
portance to the recent finding of flint chips 
and srrowheads in the loess at Muscatine, Ia. 


The evidence is not sufficiently close and clear 


to be entirely satisfactory, but it affords 
strong reason to think it highly probable that 
human beings walked the earth within a few 
seore miles of Chicago near the close of the 
latest glacial period. And it way be re- 
marked that signs of man being identified 
with the glacial epoch are accumulating in 
other lands. Only afew weeks ago a piece 
of sawed horn belonging to the extinct spe- 
cies of Megaceros hibernicus was exhumed 
from below nearly seventeen feet of quater- 
nary gravels near Moatereau, in the Depart- 
ment of Seine-et-Marne, in France, and by its 
side was found a piece of very rude pottery 
about three inches in diameter. The Mega- 
ceros belonged to the period of glacial cold, 
and the idea that man not only existed then 
but had sufficiently advanced to be able to 
make pottery is sonew that it may seem to 
some incredible. 

So if we are losing one hitherto claimed 
link of connection with the ice age we are 
gaining in another liue and that of far more 
interest. It is of minor importance to know 
just how the great chain of lakes was formed. 
But the collection of facts tending to prove 
beyond reasonable doubt that the earth was 
inhabited by human beings near the time the 
great ice sheet extended well up towards 
the Ohie River, and in some places even 
beyond it, would give occasion for great 
chauges in our reading of written history, as 
well as judgment of its antecedents. For 


that latest ice-submergence can hardly have 


dated much less than eighty thousand years 
into the gloom of the past, instead of the less 
than sixty centuries which are usually sup- 
posed to be all that have elapsed since the 
first pair walked in the Garden of Eden. It 
is of no small consequence to the archzologist 
that the scraps of evidence thus far accumu- 
lated point to the conclusion that the so-called 
New World was, equally with the other conti- 
nents, the abiding-place of humanity in those 
ages which are some sixteen times more re- 
mote than the time when was fashioned the 


oldest literary fragment that is cnown to exist 


today.

Mr, Stewart, I know, is. Isuppose Mr. For- 
rest and myself are sole survivors of the force 
that officiated at the birth of Taz Trrauns. 

The Gem of the Prairie paved the way for 
Tun Tann. Perhaps K. K. Jones of Chi- 
cago, a brother of Fernando and one among 
the seniors of the old times, could give 
some valuable information concerning the 
founding of that sheet, if he cared to revert to 
some of his youthful pranks and scrapes. It 
was a small 8 octavo affair, published 
first as a joke, in r to give publicity to 
the details of a mock duel between K. K. 
Jones and a comrade in the social swim, Al 
Chapin. Chapin challenged Jones as a result 
of their rival attentions to a Chicago belle and 
they fought with bulletless pistols, The pub- 
lication in the Gem of the Prairie found im- 
mediate favor and a second issue was decided 
on. It contained little else beside a racy pen- 

icture of some trouble between Col. J. H. P. 

ussell, a prominent land and insurance agent. 
and a man whose name I cannot now recall, 
but who had become obnoxious in his atten- 
tions to Col, Russell’s wife, who was a re- 
markably handsome woman. The Gem was 
again a success, and week after week its cir- 
culation increased, new features were added, 
and it became a flourishing weekly of fair size. 
The demand for adaily issue brought about 
the publication of Tax Tarnunn. The suc- 
cess of that venture was decided at once. Its 
influence and name finally so far over- 
shadowed the weekly issue of the Gem that 
that publication was discontinued and its field 
taken by a weekly issue of the lusty Tarsus. 

“In an article in one of the Chicago papers 
recently on the Old oe of Chicazo’ it was 
remarked that during 1844 Ellis 4 Fe 
printed two volumes of ‘Seammon’s Re- 
ports,’ the first complete books printed in the 
city. I well remember with what pride I 
heard 2 order which put me on the reports 
as one of the compositors. It was my first 
a at book work andI had cause to be 
elated. 

“Speaking of *‘Scammon’s Reports’ re- 
minds me that at that time my good friend, 
Judge Henry W. Blodgett, of the United 
Sta District Court, and now one of the 
counsel in the Bering Sea controversy, was at 
that time a student in the law office of Scam- 
mon & Judd and 1 used to meet him frequent- 


ly. 

How long have I deen in the printing 
business? Fifty-one years. I was bound an 
apprentice to the firm of Ellis & Fergus in 
the spring of 1841. Iserved under them five 
years, when, on the dissolution of the partner- 
ship, I was giver the remaining years of my 
indentures. > 

“The appliances in use in those days were 
not the marvels of mechanism in use rae 9 4 
worked the last ball that was used in the 
City of Chicago to ink type with prior to the 
introduction of rollers.
